More Puerto Ricans call area home

Orange and Osceola counties led 
the United States with the largest 
increases in numbers of new resi- 
dents from Puerto Rico, according 
to the latest 2016 Census data re- 
leased Thursday compared with 


Largest U.S. increases are in Orange, Osceola 


2010. Hillsborough County ranked 
third. 

The Orlando area’s percentage 
of Puerto Rican residents grew 
from 12 percent of the region’s resi- 
dents in 2010 to 14 percent by the 
end of last year. 

For years, the Puerto Rican 


economy has been struggling, but 
at least one former resident of the 
island said that is only part of the 
reason for Central Florida’s latest 
population shift. 

“They came here because of the 
education system here. They say, ‘I 
am here because these public 


schools are like the private schools 
in Puerto Rico? ” said Orlando real 
estate consultant Jose Hoyos, a for- 
mer trustee for Valencia College. 
“They don’t mind working here for 
$10 an hour because their children 
are getting a good education.”

WASHINGTON — Al 
Franken announced Thursday 
he will resign his Senate seat, 
falling to a whirlwind of sexual 
misconduct allegations like 
those that have enmeshed other 
politicians, business leaders and 
media figures across the country 
in recent months. 

In a brief but emotional 
speech on the Senate floor, with 
22 Democratic colleagues and 
one Republican looking on, 
Franken invoked the accusa- 
tions that have swirled around 
President Donald Trump and 
the Republican candidate in 
next week’s special election for 
an Alabama seat in the Senate, 
Roy Moore. 

“There is some irony that I am 
leaving while a man who 
bragged on tape about his his- 
tory of sexual assault sits in the 
Oval Office, and a man who 
preyed on young girls runs for 
Senate with the full support of

Jennifer Fulford’s body lay 
abandoned in a wooded area 
in southwest Orange County 
for three days. Her wrists and 
ankles were bound, court re- 
cords show, and her face was 
wrapped in duct tape. 

Fulford, who worked as a 
nanny, went missing on Sept. 
27 in Winter Park. She was 
stabbed and suffocated be- 
fore being dumped in the 
woods, according to court 
documents released Thurs- 
day. 

Her body was spotted by a 
Sheriff’s Office helicopter on 
Sept. 30 in a wooded area 
near Apopka-Vineland Road 
— about 20 miles from where 
her car was found, records 
show.
